After Hand to Hand right Lunatic Was 

Subdued dnd Taken to the County 

Jail at Waukegan 



■When J. W. Snyder, marshal of the 
village of Deerfleld, attempted to 
shackle an insane man Wednesday 
morning he had to put up the fight of 
his life to save himself, from being 
stabbed to death. 

But for the timely arrival on the 
scene of Christian Peterson, a farm 
owner,*^and two Italian section-hands, 
Snyder -would have been stabbed to 
-death. 

Tuesday night about 8:30 an elderly 
man applied for a night's lodging at 
the Peterson farm. He was told that 
he could sleep in ihe barn if he would 
refrain from smoking after he retired., 
He agreed to carry out this restriction. 

About G^o'clock he walked Into the 
Peterson home and asked that he be 
allowed to eat breakfast with the family. 
He offered to pay^for the meal and was 
allowed to do so. 

During the meal the telephone bell 
rang. 

' For G— sake, don't tell them I'm 
here; they're looking all over the 
country for nie. I broke jail— I raised 
the jail five feet in the ^ir— shot doWn 
the eherift— and escaped from the jail 
at Escanaba, Mich?" shouted > the 
stranger when the 'phone was answer- 
ed. He was standing whirling the 
table napkin over his head. 

When he had finished conversing with 
a friend on the 'phone, Mr, Peterson 
asked the demented man to leave 
the house. He left the building, and 
as soon as the door had closed Mr. 
Peterson called up marshall Snyder and 
related the happening to him. 

When the officer arrived at the Peter- 
son farm the maniac was sharpening a 
hunting knife on the grind stone. ■ 

"Say stranger, do you Want a job?" 
asked the marshal. "Nope, I can get 
work when I want it" responded the 
stranger. . 

Snyder approached the demented man 
and mode an attempt to slip the hand- 
cuff over the right wrist. 

The crazed man opened the large 
' blade of the knfe and attempt to cut 
the marshal. With a drawn mace.Snyder 
beat down the attack. He struck the 
lunatic over the wrist three times 
before he dropped the weapon. 

At that moment Mr. Peterson and 
two secUon-hands reached the sconce 
and it required the combined strength 
of all four men to master the dement- 
ed man. 

He was placed on an electric car and 
■was taken to Waukegan where he was 
locked In the padded cell at the county 

jail.

^Marshall Snyder closed the. cell door. 

He will be held in the county jail 
pending an Investigation, He refuses 
to divulge his name or his home town. 
His personal effeita were searched by 
Sheriff Green in an attempt to learn 
his identity but wlthout^avall. He is 
of Swedish birth about 6D years of age 

■ and wore a brown suit and has a gray 
mustache.

A man who gave the name of Ed- 
ward Klein of Chicago and who said ho 
was 22 years old was arrested by the 
Waukegan police Monday night while 
mingling in the crowd leaving the Wild 
West show on Marion street, Wauke- 
gan, on the charge of having at*tempt- 
ed to pick the pocket of Henry Broeck- 
er, member of the firm of Dolan and 
Broecker of Waukegan. He was given 
a, preliminary hearing before Police 
Magistrate Taylor on Tuesday morning 
but his case was continued. Klein was 
represented by Attorney W. F. Weiss. 

Mr. Broecker had taken his two little 
daughters to the show and it was while 
he was making his way through the 
jam after the performance was over 
that he felt a man removing his pocket- 
book from his pocket. He dared not 
put down his children for fear they 
would be trampled upon and so with 
both arms in use he was unable to grap- 
ple with the silck-fingered thief. 

He knew that If he made any commo- 
tion the man would make good his es- 
cape. Pretending that he hod not de- 
tected the man In the act he turned 
part way around and took ' a good lool^ 
at him so that he would recognize him 
if he should see him again. 

He then mode his way through, the 
crowd as fast aa possible and walking 
across the street placed hia two children 
in his automobile. He then located 
Assistant Chief Tyrrell and Policeman 
Boss Hicks and returning located Klein 
in the outskirts of the crowd. Declar- 
ing that it was the man who had picked 
his pocket he asked that he be placed 
under arrest. He declared that Klein 
had apartner but that the latter suc- 
ceeded in making his . escape. When 
Klein's pockets wereaeorched.the purse 
could not be found. Mr. Broecker thinks 
that Klein turned it over tQ the man 
he thinks was his partner. Therewas 
$5 in his purse. Sheriff Green has a 
picture In his rogues' gallery showing u 
man answering Klein's description who 
IS wanted in Chicago on a similar 
charge. . ,

Just five months after -she had been 
granted a divorce, Mrs. W. D. Leach 
of Gurnee received word, that her di- 
vorced husband had been found dead in 
bed at a St Louis hotel. 

The decomposed body of the divorced 
husband was found Saturday morning 
Aug. 10, at 9 o'clock; the inquest was 
held at noon and the coroner ordered 
the body lowered Into the grave at two 
o'clock. 

Whether Leach, despondent over the 
action of the court in granting the di- 
vorce deliberately ^nded his earthly ex- 
istence' by taking poison or whether he 
died from an attack of heart failure, Is 
a question no man upon earth can an- 
swer. . 

Leach talked with friends at the hotel 
on Wednesday, Aug. 7. He disappear- 
ed that nigh^t. , The 'propertier thought 
he hod locked his room and left the city 
for • a vacation, so did not enter the 
room. On Saturdry the chamber-maid 
detected a strange odor from the tran- 
som in Leach's room and opened the 
door and tl\e decoraposed body .lay out- 
stretched on the bed.

The village of Fox Lake according to 
Mayor John C. Brown have determined 
to put a atop to all fatalities at Fox 
lake. A city ordinance was recently 
passed and now any one who la found 
violating the government laws will 
hove their boots barred from the loke, 
and also be 11 ible to a fine at the hands 
of the village authorities. 

Sundoy afternoon the crafts belong- 
ing to Otto Schimennman George John- 
son were taken from the lake, because 
of the lack of life soving appliances. 

The new law recently passed by the 
village board, provides for a fine of 
$100. Jor the first offence. The ordin- 
ance, which Is along the same line as 
the government taws, will be strictly 
enforced. As Fox Lake, meaning the 
body of water within the confines of the 
lake, it is possible for the board to con- 
trol the action of the boat owners. 

It Is believed that the activity of the 
officers of the village will mean more 
safety on the lake. 

Stirred by the catastrophe which oc- 
curred at Fox lake early in the spring, 
when seven persons were drowned, the 
government has ordered.that, all motor 
boats playing the^^woters at the resort 
be^compelled to follow the same regu- 
lations regarding equipment as craft on 
Lake Michigan. 

As a result the owners of the 500 
boats have besieged Chicago during the 
post week in the effort to obtain the 
equipment necessary to allow them to 
use their craft 

By the act of Congress in 1910 It was 
ruled that all mbtorboats on Lake Mich- 
igan be equiped with red and green 
tights on the starboard and larboard, 
together with head and stem lights. 

Besides this, life preservers should 
be carried for each passenger and the 
bbat supplied with a whistle, fire ex- 
tinguisher and two copies of pilot rules. 

Following the accident at Fox Loke 
when seven persons started out In a 
motorboat and were never again seen 
alive, the bureau of commerce and labor 
ordered the War Department to look 
into the conditions at that lake. It was 
found that Fox lake was a navigable 
body of water and was therefore under 
the jurisdiction of the government Ac- 
cordingly, the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labornotified the- custom collector 
at Chicago to see that the regulation 
be effective on Fox lake.

An attempt is to be made to recall 
the five elective officers of Waukegan. 
Recall petitions will be circulated by 
several w«lt known business men. 

Mayor Bidinger and Commissioners 
Orvis, Atterbery, Dletmeyer and Diver 
will be given an opportunity to resign 
their- positions before the recair.petl- 
tiona are. placed on the street. 

The recall movement was launched 
Monday night by Chorles Tomquist, 
proprietor and manager of one of the 
dty's largest clothing establishments. 
In an exclusive interview Mr. Tom- 
quist made this statement: 

"Yes, it is true that I intend to cir- 
culate a recall petition; I hod intended 
to draft the petition Tuesday moming 
but was summoned to Chicago. Per- 
sonally, I am convinced that the mayor 
and commissioners are neglectful, wan- 
tom, careless and incompetent. 

The merchantile business has been 
impugned by the rash stand- of the 
mayor and commissioners have token 
on the bridge matter. I believe that 
both bridges could be repaired for the 
nominal sum of $2,000, and I believe 
that older heads would have pursueil 
this plan of* bettering existing condi- 
tions. I hove talked with several of 
the business men of Waukegan and to 
a man I find they approve of my plan. 
I have talked the matter over ^ith 
men who have had the honor of serving 
as mayor of the city and they are will- 
ing to show their hands in this matter. 
I'm not afraid to circulate a recall peti- 
tion for any one of the five elective of- 
^cersof Waukegan.

When Dr. W. W. Warrlner entered 
his bam Monday forenoon he was lead 
by strong odor to moke a search of 
the building, ^hich ended in the findingr. 
of the badly decomposed body of John 
J. Porter, hanging to one of the rafters 
in the loft. A board upon which was 
written a scarcely decipherable mes- 
sage, and a letter, bore witness to the 
fact thmt the act, was one of suicide. 

Over a. yeor ogo he attempted a 
simulor oct using for the purpose ' a 
thirty-two caliber revolver, but the 
bullet went wide of the mark and in- 
fiicted onlv a fiesh wound in his breast. 
For some little time previous to that he 
hod been considered mentally deranged 
and after recovering from the wound 
he was known to be growing worse 
and about three months afterwards 
just one year from the doy on which 
his lifeless body was found he was 
given a trial for his sanity in the 
County Court and was sentenced to the 
rlorthern Illinois State Hospital at 
Elgin, where he remoined until thia 
spring when he was thought to have 
suffictentiy recovered so as to be re- 
nioved to the home of relotiv^es north of 
town. However upon his releose he 
developed a meloncholy, uneasy disposi- 
tion and his rash act was undoubt^jy 
comniitted while in a relapse . to his 
former mental state. 

Just when he committed the deed is 
of course unknown, the lost time he 
was seen alive, as far as can be learn- 
ed, wos last Thursday morning whea 
his brother-in-law, J. W. Van Duzer, 
met him at Trevor and conversed with 
him. The condition of the remains also 
leads to the belief that life had been 
extinct since perhaps Thursday night 
or Friday moming. 

For two or three* days an odor has 
been prevalent about the bom and Sun* 
day morning the doctor hod looked 
oround and cleaned up in the hope of 
eliniinoting it but upon his entry Mori- 
day morning he decided that somethinff 
was amiss and started a thorough in- 
vestigotion. 

To all appearances after knotting the , 
rope the victim hod kicked f rom' un^er 
hia feet a bale of hay upon which h» 
had been standing. 

Relatives were notified ond the coro- 
ner summoned, but" because of his in- 
ability to immediotely attend, the body 
was left OS found until about seven 
o'clock. 

A jury was impanelled and the in» 
quest was held, the verdict being ren- 
dered in accordance with the above 
facts. After the inquest the remains 
were conveyed at once to the 'Hillside 
cemetery for interment. 

Porter was born in Avon township 
Aug, 10, 1860, but the most of his life 
was spent on the Porter farm at tjoon 
Lake. From there he moved: to this 
village which has been his hdme since* 
He is survived by his wife and one son^

"It's a good thing, Doctor that I have 
not got a wifeand some babies depend- 
ing upon me. I don't hardly suppose I 
can paint much now." .

HINTS ON THE FORMATION OF FARMER'S 
LIBRARY AND BOOKS IT SHOULD CONTAIN 




In the Library of

The modern minister, doctor or law- 
yer would not think of trying to prac- 
tice his profession without tho text 
books and profosalonal periodicals that 
hia library afforda, nor could the en- 
gineer, tho manufacturer or the mer- 
chant do aa good work without the 
help of the previous experience of oth- 
ers, largely found in books. But just 
as valuable as law books to the law- 
yer are the works on agriculture to the 
modern farmer. 

It' is easy with a llttlo work and 
a very little expenao to start a li- 
brary, especially on tho professional 
side. The federal government, the 
■tate, and numerous educational and 
other societies, and private corpora- 
tions, laauo publlcatlona of groat value 
to those who will gather and uae them. 
Then there Is tho groat agricultural 
press, whose publications are very 
modorato In price. Good books can 
be purchased In plain but substantial 
bindings at a fractional part of their 
cost^omo years ago, and a few more 
expensive volumes, purchased from 
time to time and added to tho collec- 
tion, aoon '"aurprlse one with tho ex- 
tent and value of his library. 

A few practical saggestlons as to 
the start xavLj be In order. Write to 
your congressman asking for tho agri- 
cultural year book, with back numbers 
If he can supply them, and for a Hat 
of the bulletins and circulars of tho 
department of agriculture. When you 
receive thla list check oft those which 
you wish and send him the list. Also 
ask for such reports of tho other de- 
partments aa would bo of advantage 
to a farmer's library. Aak to be put

on tho permanent mailing list for an« 
nouncemcnts of now publtcallons. 

Write to your slato experiment sta- 
tion for reports and for a Hat of cir- 
culars and reports In the same way. 
Write to tho secretary of your farm- 
era' Instltuto for Its report and other 
publications. Ask your state super- 
intendent of public instruction for 
such documonts as would ho of valuo 
to you. Wrlto to the extension de- 
partment of your state unlveralty for 
information na to tho axtenalou work 
that they are carrying on. Tho 
similar departments of other statea 
publish other material and will usually 
send It on application. 
- Subscribe for a few of the best farm 
papers and magazines. It will Bome> 
times bo well to have these bound 
In a simple Inexpensive manner. 

Join your county horticultural soci- 
ety, your local grange, tho stock 
breeders' association and similar or- 
gi^nlzatlona which exlat In your local- 
ity and receive their publications, aa 
well aa tl>o other benefits which they 
offer. 

These four sets of suggestions will 
enable you to get your library started 
on tho profeaslonnl side. The matter 
should not be allowed to rest here, 
however, but some of the more thor- 
ough and connected dlscusslona on 
tho varlouB phaaea of agriculture 
should be purchased to help out. 
Neither Is tho farmer's library com- 
plete If It contains nothing but pro- 
fessional material. There should bo 
some good general, children's and 
household magazines; thero should bo 
Btory books and cultural books — In 
short, thero should be a "well-round- 
ed" collection of books that will grow 
more valuable every day.

The rise In tho cost of living has 
made tho cost of food of vital concern 
to most of UB, and the numerous die- 
tetic cults have set us to thinking 
along the lino of diet In relation to 
health. Horace Flotcher tolls us that 
our problem will be solved if wo chew 
our food thoroughly; Professor Chit- 
tenden of Yale believes that wo over- 
load the system with protein, and Pro- 
feasor Atwater of the United States- 
department of agrlculiure thinks the 
cfhclency of tho American people la 
duo to Ita present diet These throe 
authorltloa agree In not ollmlnatlng 
meat entirely from the diet but they 
disagree in the amount of meat that is 
healthful. 

We may bo somewhat bewildered by. 
the contentions of the moat eaters, 
the non-meat eaters, the chowera and 
cho raw food advocates, but fortunate- 
ly we have some landmarka In the 
wllderneaa. Until authorltloa can agree 
It may bo wise to taken middle courao. 
By careful observation, each ono can* 
decide to aome extent how much and 
what kind of food keepa htm In good 
condition for his particular work. We 
know that wo need for energy In 
proportion to tho amount of muscular 
work of tho body, Internal, such as di- 
gestion, asslnillatlon, circulation of the 
blood and respliatlon, and external. 
This has been worked out by sclentlllc 
experiment 

The question of variety Is often a 
puzzling one to the housekeeper, ca- 
poclally If the markdt Is' poor; in this 
case Bhe Is thrown back on variety In 
the preparation, of a few food ma- 
terials rather than variety in the ma- 
terials thomsehes. Different mctbode 
of preparing b' few simple foods are 



well Illustrated by some work done 
by a class at the University of Illinois. 
These students were given four sim- 
ple foods, beef, potatoes, cabbago and 
.apples, from which to serve 12 meals 
without twice preparing tho same food 
In the aame manner. Tho following 
were' prepared and served* 

1 — Porterhouse steak, mashed pota- 
toes, cabbage salad with nuts, baking 
powder biscuit, apple pie. coffee. 

2— Roast rib of beef, baked potatoes, 
cabbago salad (sour cream dressing), 
plain bread, baked apples with croatht 
coffee. 

3 — Shopherd'a pie, creamed cabbage, 
white mufllns, apple sauce^^vlth whip- 
ped cream, cocoa. Vf "^ 

4— Short rlba. French frK^l [potatoes, 
steamed cabbago; graham gV'Jia, apple 
dumplings and cream, coffee. 
■ 5— Hamburg steak, rlced poUtoes, 
eacalloped cabbage, graham bread, ap- 
ple tapioca, coffee. 

0— Beef loaf, creamed potatoes, oold

7— Tongue, cabbage and potato sal- 
ad, popovers, apple turnovora with 
bream, tea, • 

8— Creamed dried beef, atiiffed po- 
tntoea, creamed cabbage with peppers, 
brown betty with cream, coffee.

Thousands 
of persona almost dally for two weeks 
last winter watched Frank Coffyn In 
his Wright hydroaeroplane akim tho 
surface of tho water of tho boy from 
the battery, drift Into tho air with a 
moving picture machine, hurdle 
bridges, circle Miss Liberty, spiral 
over ferryboats and drop back on the 
water with the ease of a gnll. Ho had 
ono or two mishaps, but was always 
towed back safely. 

The nonrost approach to real dan- 
ger occurred when on ono of these 
flights Coffyn dn^pped his camera In 





th« matter of byicIroMr&pUoea. M 
much so tliat this water plane may bt 
said to bo an American ' Invention. 
Whilo oxporlmonts wore conducted iQ 
Kuropo fllnco 190G only ono machino, 
the Fabre hydroaeroplane, an much ai 
loft tho water, and It wns wr«)ckcd nft* 
or a few abort tHals. That wrh In 1010. 

Tho first complete success was at* 
talnod by Olonn H. CurtlBS In tho 
early part of 1911, and for nearly a 
year bo practically had tho fleld to 
hlmaelf. Tho idea of iho hydroaercv 
piano, however, seems to have orlglnnt- 
od with William Kress, un Austrian 
Inventor. After 27 years of exporl- 
mentlng ho completed a machine flttod 
with cylindrical llnats of aluminum 
which wcro tried out at tho Unter-Tull- 
nerbach chantlcrs In 1898 and 1901. 
It never loft tho water. In 1D02 and 
1903 tho Wright brothers made somo 
experiments, but they were terminat- 
ed by tho breaking of a dam near Day- 
ton, Ohio. 

Other inventors followed, but with- 
out any pronounced succcaa. Among 
those notably wore Paraeval, Du- 
faux brothers. Archdeacon, Oabrlol, 
Volsln and nierlot. The last three 
collaborated in tho^r experiments, Vol- 
sln acting as pilot of the machines, 
which were tried out over tho Seine 
rlvor. 

In July of 190G Volaln waa trying out 
a lUcrlot in which the pilot was seat- 
ed in a cageliko apparatua, The ma- 
chine became submerged and for somo 
acconds ho was fastened underneath 
the water. He did not like this <jx- 
porlenco ahd after that the machines 
wero flown over land. 

Then In 1911 along came Olonn IT. 
Curtlaa'with a satisfactory solution of 
tho problem. 

It was not until January, 1911,

been plonty of 
apllls and duck- 
ings and coun- 
^terparts of acci- 
dents la which 
aviators h iCv e 
lost their lives In 
land machines, 
but tho pilots of 
tho water ma- 
chine have- suf- 
forod nothing 
worse than a wot- 
ting. 

Thoro have been some striking 11- 
lustrations of this. For Instance, on 
February 10 Hugh Robinson while fly- 
ing at Antlbes. near NMce, France, 
Btarted out to glvo a demonstration 
In rough weather. When he attempt- 
ed to come down the shore was crowd- 
ed with spectators and he was forced 
to descend on the water. As he was 
about to settle a big wave rolled up 
and hit tho tail of the machine, pitch 
Ing blm out bead first Robinson es- 
caped with a drenching. 

Two years boforo John B. Molsant 
viis killed in just such a fall on land. 
'While making' a flight of 370 miles 
along the Mississippi river Robinson's 
motor stopped out over the rlrer. He 
reached the water, drifted shoreward 
end was towed back to the atartlng 
point by a boat. 

It 1b this margin of safetr that 
makes the hydro-aeroplano popular 
with the sportsman, who heretofore 
Has hesitated obout taking up flying 
for the reason that tho sensation did 
Qot justify the risk. Aeroplane build- 
ers both In Europe and America have 
awakened to the situation and are 
turning out machines flttod with floats 
or hydros. 

The ' aeronautical organizations 
throughout the country have been im- 
pressed with this clean record of the 
bydro-aeroplane and are doing their 
utmost to promote thus form of flight. 
Aa a consequence schools aro being 
established along water-fronts to sup- 
plant the aerodromes on land. This 
alone should Insure a liberal patron- 
age when It Is considered that the 
Aero Club of America and Us amilatod 
clubs alono have a membership of 8,- 
000 and the Aeronautical of New York 
ban about 300 members. 

On a rainy day last May Mr. Collier, 
■with Walter . Brookins as plot, flew 
from Seldler's Beach to tho flagship 
Washington, anchored off Ninety-sixth 
etreet, to deliver an Invitation to Ad- 
miral OsterhauB to attend the Abro 
ahow then In progress' of tho Grand 
, Central Palace. Previous to that Ad-, 
' miral Osteahaus had contended that 
no flying machine was worth more 
than ten cents, but be ■ completely 
changed bis mind. ' 

^Tho 32-ml1es was made In 30 mln- 
uteVf good- speed being made on ao 
count of a'^foUowlng wind. By motor 
the i trip i^qatres two hours and by 
tiiiia upward of an hour and a quar- 
ter. , : ', 
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the water several hundred foot below. 
The machine fortunately did not hit a 
ferryboat and consequently there was 
only the loss of n camera. 
. It was while making these flghts 
that Coffyn dempnatratod the feasibil- 
ity of communicating with ships In 
(*ase of emergency. Ho flow down tho 
harbor and overtook tho Italian liner 
Axona and landed a passenger with- 
out the slightest dimculty. Coffyn aft- 
erward said ho could have caught the 
boat 50 miles outside New York dusT 
as easily. 

It would also seem that the water 
machine would bo valuable for life- 
aavlng purposes along the coast. Dur- 
ing the Chicago aviation meet last 
August an aviator lost control while 
flying and was pitched into the water. 
Three-quarters of a mllo away Aviator 
Hugh Uobinson was performing circles 
In a Curtlss machine. Seeing hls'fel- 
low flier In distress, he flew to tho res- 
cue at a mile a minute, reached the 
spot, landed on the water alongside the 
submerged aeroplane and offered to 
give the plot a lift. All this In leas" 
thanone minute. 

On another occasion Naval Aviator 
Herbster while carrying a passenger 
over San DIogo Bay had eomo mla- 
hap In alighting and turned over. This 
was about^half a mile from the shore. 
Long before motor -boats could reach 
the spot Harry Atwood hod launched 
his machine from tho beach and In 
less than a mlnuto was to the rescue 
of Mr, Horbstor and his passenger. 
Neither waa hurt, and both preferred 
to stay by their machine, which was 
upside down In the water, until a mo- 
tor boat came to tow It to shore. 

A Hammondaport physician who had 
received an urgent call to see a pa- 
tient across Lake Keuka, not being 
able to get a boat at once, found an 
aviator to take him there. The pa- 
tient was In a serious condition, and 
the time saved was important. 

This new aircraft la not limited to 
tho Uater. It can fly at a speed of 
60 miles or more, skim tho water at 
50 miles and run over the' ground at 
36 miles. It therefore marks the con- 
quest of three elements — air, water 
and earth. 

T^e^ hydroaeroplane Is essentially an 
aeroplane equipped with floats to take 
the place of wheels. Almost every 
builder has his own Ideas for a hydro, 
and hardly any two aro exactly alike, 

America Is' far ahead of Europe In 



that a hydroaeroplane was ready for 
trial. The flrat tests wero failures, 
and for two weeks dally the machine 
waa set afloat to undergo some now 
change, some knowledge being gained 
from each teat. Assisting with the 
experiments were Lieut. . Theodore 
Eltyeon of the nary and Lieut. Paul 
Beck, Lieut. John C. Walker, Jr., and 
tho late B. M. Kelly of the army; 
Hugh Roblnaon and C. C. Wltmor. 
aviators of the camp. 

The men wore bathing suits usual- 
ly and no one thought anything of 
wet clothing or cold feet. The suc- 
cess which came January 26 was a 
surprise even to Mr. Curtlss. On this 
day the machine wds taken out for 
Us usual Inspection and much to the 
delight and surprise of Mr. Curtlss, 
the pilot, It leaped Into tho .air. 

The success was electrifying. The 
spectators ran along tho beach shout- 
ing and tho ships that caught sight 
of the man gull sent exults^t blasts. 
This event marked the success of a 
now flier, ' 

There wore dally flights thereafter, 
with and without passengers. The 
navies of the world were quick to 
recognize Us value as an auxiliary. It 
had hardly attained succoas before 
the United States navy acquired an 
hydroplane for experimenting and It 
has since added others. An aviation 
section in charge of Capt. Washing- 
ton Irving Chambers has since boon 
established at Annapolis. Other na- 
tions falling to develop a' rollable 
aeroplane followed In lino and or- 
dered machines from America.

AT Klmborly, Cope Colony, la 
probably the biggest hole In 
the world— the old "Central" 
mine — with a apace measure- 
ment at the surface of 14 
acres, and a depth of some 400 feet. 
There are, in addition to several small- 
er ones, four other enormous excava- 
tions, all witnessing to tho tireless en- 
ergy of men In a hurry to be rich. 

The diamonds are found In a grey 
rock colled "blue ground," which Alls 
a "pipe" or natural shaft of unknown 
depth, widening towards the surface 
Into funnel shape. Below the few 
feet' of red sand on tho surface comes 
the "yellow ground,"— Ume— for fifty 
or sixty foot. 

Underneath that la the "blue 
ground." which, oltljough the "yellow 
ground" Ic not without dlamondB, Is 
the true dlamond-boorlng rock. Sclen- 
tlsts believe that theae "pipes" are 
the craters of extinct volcanoes, and 
that at somo time when the surround- 
ing country was under water, this dla- 
mondtferous rock was forced up in the 
form of volcanic mud. How and when 
and where the diamonds 'were formed 
remains a mystery, but they are un- 
doubtedly of earlier dote than the 
rock which encloses them. 

Early Diamond Digging, 

The first mining operations were re- 
Btricted to digging and scooping out 
the earth. But, by degrees, as the 
hole got wider and deeper, troubles 
camo In tho ahopo of accumulation of 
water and falls of "reef." In gold- 
mining the "poor* Is the gold-bearing 
rocks, but tho "reef of tho diamond 
mines Is tho surface shalo and basalt 
surrounding the "pipes." 

This was the cause of great tribu- 
lation to the early miners, as it caved 
in again and again, and overwhelmed 
thoae working below. After various ex- 
pedients bad been tried withlut per- 
manent succesB, It became ImpoBslble 
to work tho mine any longer In the 
old way, and many thought tho In- 
duatry was absolutely ruined. 

Hero was the opening for the cop- 
Itollst, who soon superseded the "dig- 
ger." 

The larger claim-holders banded to- 
gether, and sank shafts outside the 
area already operated upon, with gal- 
lerlea running towords the center, un- 
til the "blue" was tapped. In 1888 
Messrs, Rhodes, Barnato, and Belt, 
having bought out the smaller hold- 
ers, formed tho Do Beers Conaolidated 
Mines, Limited, that great cori)oratlon 
which has ever since controlled the 
diamond mining Industry. 

The main abaft at the "Central" 
connects with the "pipe" of . blue 
ground by means of several' galler- 
lea. tho distance from abaft to "pipe" 
being 1,134 feet. At the time of the 
writer's descent tho lowest gallory 
was 1,200 feet from tbe surface. 

Armed with the necessary permit, 
we stripped an^ re-clothed ourselves 
in a sort of droBslng-room. 

The outfit Includes flannel shirt, and 
coat and trousera of "duck," or some 
such material, the articles being decid- 
edly the worso for wear. Instead of 
braces or bolt, a looped leather thong 
does duty. An ancient sou'-wester 
with ear-flaps, and tied under the 
chin, a pair of socks that have seen 
service, and- rubber Wellington boots 
complete the costume. 

Accompanied by tbe manager, we 
goO Into the cage at thO tup of the 
■h^ft, and after a few Beconds of swift 
motion, step out at the l.QOO foot lev- 
el; Each supplied with a composite 
candle — but no candlestick! — we. pro* 
ceed to explore the workings on ,that 
level. We pass stalwart nalivea at' 
work, with here and there a white 
overseer. Some drill holes In the' 
rock ready for. blasting; others gath- 
er up the frogmenti Into small steel 
trucks, which are pushed along on 
rails to the "shoot" which conveys the 
"blue" down to the, 1,200 foot level. 

These **l)oys" handle many u lump 
with A fortune hidden In It Some- 
times their quick eyes detect : th* 
"BtOne," and not being without the ^»-' 
sire for pelf, they covet, like Actian, 
and. Ilk* Achan, take—if they can do 
60 unnoticed. They yi\ll make an In- 
cision In their flesh as eecure bidtng- 
. plac« lor thfllr "flnd," and even awal- 



low atones. To encourage the "boys" 
to give up what they find, they ore al- 
lowed a percentage on the value of 
the diamonds. 

Deicend by Ladders. 
We descend the remaining "00 feet 
in stages of 20 feet by means of per- 
pendicular ladders. Tho. utter black- 
ness into which ono steps Is friendly 
to the nervous man who shudders 
whenever be looks st masons and car-' 
pouters at work on scaffoldings. 

Nevertheless the'ladders have to be 
negotiated with cars for tho rungs are 
slimy, and tho candle bos to be car- 
ried, while tho approach of your 
friend above you Is heralded by lumps 
of mud dropping from hia feet on to 
your sou'-weater. Water also occa-, 
slonally falla from the roof. But we' 
emerge safely at tho 1,200 feet level 
Into comparative light, greater damp- 
neaa, a cooler atmoBpbere. and deof-i 
ening din. ■ 

Tbe noise la caused by the constanti 
running of two sets of sttol trucks — , 
tho one carrj'lng the "gtound" from 
the bottom of the "shoot" to tho foot! 
of tho shaft, the other retumingi 
empty — and the mechanical emptying) 
of the full trucks into the "skip" Xorl 
conveyance to the surface. 

Wo essay a conversation with the 
checker stationed near the "tip," 
which is only managed by dint of each 
In turn shouting Mr, — , who In his 
waahen hours la well-known on the 
Diamond Fields as an eloquent advo- 
cate of temperature principles. He 
tolls us, among other things, that ac- 
cidents are of almost dally occuronce, 
chiefly through falls of "ground," and 
that the sight of a native maimed and 
bleeding, being carried to the abaft. Is, 
on to which he is well accustomed., 

Tho native, however, tokos it all as 
part of his day's work, and bears his 
pains with Spartan hardihood. He 
seema to 'have greater power of en- 
durance than tho white man, or elae, 
having a less delicate and senaitlTe 
organization, the pain 1b not so acute.. 
Willingly enough, after on hour and 
a half underground, wo re-enter the 
"cage" and speedily measure the 1,200 
feet to the surface. Resigning, with-: 
out a sigh, our be-sludged disguise,, 
wo enjoy the thoughtfully-provlded| 
bath, and return to life In the sun-' 
shine. 

A syndicate now buys the whole: 
weekly "flnd," and the Tuesday morn*. 
Ing Capo train conveys the precious, 
burden to Capo Town, for shipment., 
The writer has seen, on a Monday aft-i 
ernoon, ^00,000 worth of diamonds,, 
assorted In heapa, on a counter In De 
Beers' ofilces. 

The annual output la from 120,000,- 
000 worth, and up to the prfeaent 
something like $700,000,000 worth,, 
weighing about 20 tona, has been tak-< 
en from the Klmberley mines.

The log had been 
Urpt down to the previous day, but 
there was no entry to account for the 
mysterious disappearance of all on 
hoard.

Washington. Aug. 24.— The state de- 
partment on Thursday Instructed 
Minister Weltzel ut Managua to Inves- 
tigate the deaths of tho two Ameri- 
cans, one named Phillips and the other 
Harvey Dodd of Kosciusko, Miss., 
who are reported to have been mur- 
dered by the rebels during the looting 
of Leon. 

State department advices Included 
these men among tho dead and added 
that they had been killed while 
wounded and seeking refuge In a hos- 
pital. It the men were enlisted In the 
federal army the United States can do 
nothing but protest against tho unciv- 
ilized manner of their death; It they 
were noncomhatants tho state depart- 
ment will demand reparation and rec- 
ompense. . 

Dispatches from Corlnto report that 
tho rebels are marching victoriously 
through the country, taking all the 
small towns In their path. 

In the meantime the 450 Bailors and 
marines already In Managua will be 
used for the protection of the capital 
and foreign women and children will 
be removed to tho Justin and Annapo- 
lis off Corlnto. 

Minister Weltzel's dispatches were 
of the most gloomly character. He 
says: "The situation Is growing stead- 
ily worse," and proceeds with the fol- 
lowing details: 

"The consul at Corlnto reports on the 
18th that tho rebel forces have taken 
towns lying between Leon and Chlnan- 
dega, among which are located a large 
sugar estate and the central distillery, 
containing 5,000,000 pesoe' worth of 
alcohol. 



Berlin, Aug. 23.— In usually well In- 
formed circles hero the opinion 1b ex- 
pressed that tho war between Italy 
and Turkey Is near termination. 

Paris' and Borne have been the 
Bceno of tentative negotiations be- 
tween tho two powers for some days. 
Turko's financial embarrassmentB 
are understood to be responsible for 
her disposition to yield and accept the 
best terms obtainable. 

Whllo the great powers are refrain- 
ing from any move that might savor 
of intervention, they aro exerting their 
Influence to brhig about peace. They 
are tho more anxious as the crisis be- 
tween Turkey aiid Montenegro grows 
more acute. 

Advice.^ from Constantinople Bay 
that Turkey la willing to recognlre 
tho annexation of Tripoli, provided 
tho sultan's suzerainty Is recognized 
by the Italian government and that 
Italy pays Turkey a compensation for 
tho territory annexed. Turkey retuscs 
to concede the annexation of Beng- 
hazi but Is willing to give Italy pref- 
erential rights there. 

Turkey Is said to bo willing to con- 
cede a form of Relf-government to 
tho Islands now occupied by Italy. 
These Islands must continue under the 
sovereignty of tho sultan, and no 
compensation is to bo given Italy for 
her expenses. 

It is said Italy will agree to the 
canceling of capitulation rights with- 
in tho Turkish empire'. The Italian 
government will be asked to accept 
the new custom tarlft of 15 per cenL 
Imposed by Turkey.

BOOTH'S BODY LIES IN STATE 

Westminster Abbey Suggested for

London, Aug. 24. — Tho authorltlea of 
Westminster abbey wUl offer a sepul- 
chor there for the body of Gen. Wil- 
liam Booth, the dead leader of the Sal- 
vation Army. Tho offer will be de- 
clined by relatives of the general, who 
will carry out his wishes that he b« I john D. Archbold 



Oyster Ufly, N. Y.. Aug. 27.— To re- 
fute the testimony of John D. Arch- 
bold concerning his knowledge of an 
alleged contribution of $100,000 by 
Mr. Archbold to the Uepubllcan cam- 
paign fund of 1901, Col. Theodora 
Roosevelt announced Sunday that ho 
wanted to go before the senate com- 
mittee luveatlgatiug campaign contri- 
butions. 

"1 have wired Senator Clapp. chair- 
man of the committee," Colonel Roose- 
velt Bald, "that 1 should like to appear 
before the committee at once. 

"It la a most unheard of thing.*' ho 
said In commenting on Mr. Archbold'a 
testimony and his departure for Eu- 
rope, "that Mr. Archbold should do- 
part without testifying about the $25,- 
000 he gave Senator Penrose. It Is a 
most peculiar thing that the commit- 
tee should allow hlra to depart with- 
out so testifying. There are no dead 
men concerned In that transaction. 
He could be sure of what ho was tes- 
tifying to In thaL 

A report that Mr. Archbold had In- 
timated before sailing from New York 
that ho might sue Colonel Roosevelt 
for libel was mentioned. 

"All right." Colonel Roosevelt re- 
plied. "He will have a chance after I 
have tostlflod," and then, with slow 
emphasis, "It Archbold sues he will 
have an enjoyable time." 

Colonel Roosevelt got no .direct 
word from Senator Clapp'ln response 
to hl8 telegraphed request for per- 
mission to appear before the Investi- 
gating committee, but he did learn, 
through his campaign secretary in 
New York. O. I^. Davis, that tho com- 
mittee would not bo able to hear him 
before October 1. 

Now York. Aug. 27.— "I am not a 
liar. I am not accustomed to being so 
accused, and will not endure It light- 
ly-" ^ 
Just before he sailed for Europe 

Soturday this statement was read by 
to interviewers. 



Washington, Aug. 28.— At 4:30 
o'clock Monday afternoon the second 
aoaslon of tho Sixty-second congress 
oamo to an end. One hour before 
that time tho senate bowed to tho 
house and struck out of tho general 
dellcloncy appropriation bill tho state 
claims of Oregon, Texas, Virginia and 
Maryland, aggregating $600,000. 

The president came to tho capltol 
to sign tho measure which provides 
for an expenditure of $0,000,000. 

Senator La FoUette brought up the 
Penrose campaign Investigation roso- 
lullon early in tho session and with 
the threat of a long (lllhUBter suc- 
ceeded In forcing It through. Tho reso- 
lution was passed without a roll call. 
Ten minutes before adjournment 
tho houso administered a final blow 
to tho senate by refusing to consld- i 
er a resolution of tho upper chamber 
permitting It to pay its own employes 
a month's extra salary. 

ChargoB of bribery and corruption 
against Senators Chilton and Watson 
of West Virginia, which were signed 
by tho governor of West Virginia, 
were referred to the committee on 
privileges and ohjctlons' after a 
lengthy discussion. 

In tho house tho Adjournment cere- 
mony was uneventful. Barely a 
handful of Democrats and Republic- 
ans applauded the final address of 
Speaker Clark, congratulating thorn 
for their aid during tho session and 
expressing the hope that Uiey would 
all return In December. 

Prior to the speaker's address 
Chairman Fitzgerald of the appropria- 
tions committee and former Speaker^ 
Cannon, the i anklng Republican 
members, indulged In a verbal duel. 
Both agreed that the total apprgprla- 
tlons for tho year was $1,019,000.- 
000, as against $1,026,000,000 of tho 
last Republican congress. Cannon 
maintained that the Republicans had 
been as economical as the Democrats 
but that the total budget of the last 
Republican congress was increased 
by the $45,000,000 which they allowed 
for the Panama canal. 

President Taft shortly after tho 
adjournment started for Beverly, 
Mass., whore ho la to spend his vaca- 
tion.

LOEB DEFENDS ROOSEVELT 

Ex-Presfdent's Former Private Secre- 
tary Tells of Harrlman's Visit 
to Colonel In. 1904. 

Now York. Aug. 28.— William I-oeb. 
Jr., collector of the port of New 
York by appointment of President 
Taft. came out boldly hero Monday 
In a vigorous defense of Col. Roose- 
velt against the attacks being made 
upon the ex-presldent In the double 
barreled controversy raging over tho 
contributions to tho Roosevelt cam- 
paign fund of 1904 by the SUndard 
Oil company and -by K. H. Harrlman. 
Ho says it was he, and not Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, whose secretary ho 
then was, to whom George B. Cortel 
you. as chairman of tho Republican 
national committee, gave positive as- 
surance that the Standard Oil com- 
pany had made no contribution to tho 
campaign. Mr. Loeb also makes tho 
further statement that Instead of 
Roosevelt asking Harrlman for assist- 
ance, the latter at the famous "White 
House Inter^-Iew had urged the pres- 
ident to cause National Chairman 
Cortelyou forthwith to give financial 
help to the New York state commit- 
tee In order to save tho state ticket. 



76 Die In Mexican Battle. 
■ Juarez, Mexico. Aug. 28.— General 
Rabago's federol column, which has
